Despite dim polls, Democrats 
planning to increase strength 


WASHINGTON (AP) - De- 


spite polls forecasting dim 
prospects for the Democrats in 
theprestdenttal election, liberal 
House Democrats see a good 
chance for Increasing their 
strength In the next Congress. 


An unusual number of retire- 


ments and primary election de- 
feats have left gaping va- 
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cancies in the Democratic 
ranka, most of them among 
senior and conservative mem- 
ben. 


Although a lot will depend on 


who Is elected to fill the va- 
cancies, the liberals see a 
strong possibility that they will 
wind up In control of the House 
Democratic Caucus. 


With that aa their goal, they 


are fashioning a number of re- 
form proposals dealing with se- 
niority, committee secrecy and 
the powers of the party lead- 
ership for possible action by 
the caucus next January. 


The showing made by George 


McGovern in his race against 
President Nixon la important, 
but not crucial, to their hopes, 
say the liberal strategists. Most 
of the same polls that snow 
McGovern far behind also show 
the Democrats are likely to re- 
tain control of the House. 


The Democrats now have a 


29440-177 edge over the Re- 
publicans with four seats va- 
cant. Campaign officials for 
both partiesexpect the Republi- 
cans to gain, but even the most 
optimistic among the GOP pro- 
fessionals place the pickup at 
fewer than M seats, with 219 
seats needed for control.

"Bad Guy" on Trial 


Investigating the forjffy of SO* 


eral checks, paNce umuiOfOa 
enough evidence to bring • est* 
poration official to trW. But they 
also discovered wmelhing eh*: 
he had been living with another 
man's wife. 


Could thh evidence be two 


against him in court? The Juris* 
said no, because it could tMtty 
turn the defendant Into a "bad 
guy" in the minds of the Juror*. 


"Ttie deep tendency of human 


nature," warned the judge, "h to 
punish not because (the defend- 
ant) is guilty but became he to 
a bad man and may at wen 
be condemned now that he to 
caught." 


This is why evidence of bad 


character usually cannot be used 
against the defendant in a crim- 
inal trial. Unless it has a direct 
bearing on the issues hi the case, 
it is considered too inflammatory 
to be trusted. 


On the other hand, if the de- 


fendant tries to prove that his 
character is good, that "opens the 
door" to rebuttal by the prosecu- 
tion. For example: 


A woman was accused of the 


fatal shooting of her husband. 
During the trial, she took the wit- 
ness stand and swore she had al- 
ways been a loyal wife to the de- 
ceased. 


But two men were promptly 


summoned by the prosecution to 
give testimony about her extra- 
marital escapades. The court held 
that their evidence was admissible, 
since she had already opened the 
subject by claiming to be virtuous. 


What about proof by the de- 


fendant that his victim was a "bad 
guy"? In a murder case, the de- 
fendant tried to bring in evidence 
that the man he had allegedly 
killed was a rogue and a trouble- 
maker. He said he wanted to 
prove that the man's death was no 
great loss. 


But the court refused to allow 


this evidence, because it had noth- 
ing to do with the question of 
guilt or innocence. 


"It is just as serious in the eyes 


of the law," said the court, "to 
murder a bad man as a good 
man."

WASHINGTON (AP) - "For 


some reason," says George 
McGovern's oldest child, "Dad 
hasn't caught on, if that's the 
right word." 


But is there worry in the 


McGovern household over re- 
cent public-opinion polls that 
show Democrat McGovern far 
behind President Nixon in this 
year's presidential race? 


Polls are absurd, says Mary 


McGovern, at 17 the youngest 
of the South Dakota Democrat's 
five children. "I don't know 
much about polls, but they've 
never been right about my fa- 
ther before." 


Adds Ann McGovern Mead, 


at 27 the oldest child: Her fa- 
ther's "method and personality 
are not getting across. People 
don't have a clear idea of who 
he is." 


The two daughters discussed 


the campaign in an interview 
at the McGoverns' Japanese- 
style house in Washington. 


For Mary, the campaign is 


having a "kind of traumatic ef- 
fect." 


"Basically," she said, "ev- 


eryone in my family is pretty 
shy." 


"It's kind of weird," she said. 


"I always thought I could look 
at criticisms of my father and 
be, you know, emotionally de- 
tached. But that's really impos- 
sible. 


"I've found myself getting 


hurt by some of the things 
people were saying. And like, 
hearing people cut him down 
all the time is really a drag." 


Ann has had a different reac- 


tion. "The campaign has done 
a lot of good things for me," 
she said. "In a way, I'm doing 
things I never thought I could 
do, like speaking and cam- 
paigning alone." 


Both said their parents have 


put no pressure on them to par- 
ticipate in the campaign. And 
at first, they were hesitant. 


"I had a lot of anxiety about 


campaigning," said Ann who 
has spent three to four days a 
•veek canvassing and speaking 
for her father since the Demo- 
cratic convention in Miami 
Beach, Fla, last July. "But 
now it's a good feeling that 
we're all working together 
toward a specific goal. 


"It's really intensified the 


family's feelings about each 
other. We're probably closer 
than we've ever been although 
we're 
spending 
teas 
time 


together." 


Both daughters said that, al- 


though they fully support their 
father's quest for the presiden- 
cy, they don't always agree 
with him on the issues. 


For example, they believe 


that abortion should be a pri- 
vate matter decided by each 
woman without any govern- 
mental involvement. McGovern 
has said abortion is a question 
for each state to consider. 


Ann is married to Wilbur 


Mead, a college student at Au- 
gustana College in South Da- 
kota and a Marine veteran who 
served in Vietnam. They have 
two children. 


Mary, a recent convert to Ro- 


man Catholicism, is a high 
school senior. 


Andersons 
slams at 
opponents 


PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) - 


Tom Anderson of Nashville, 
Term., vice presidential candi- 
date of the American Independ- 
ent Party, said Sunday he 
thinks both Republicans and 
Democrats are socialistic. 


Anderson, 59, publisher of a 


farm magazine and a syndi- 
cated columnist, said in an in- 
terview that the "objectives of 
both parties are the same-" 


He also said he believes in 


racial inferiority and opposed 
forced integration or segrega- 
tion. He said there appears to 
be little difference between 
President Nixon and bis Demo- 
cratic challenger, Sen.

MOSCOW (AP) - A veteran 


Russian cosmonaut discloses 
that the first Soviet-American 
manned space venture will last 
three days and include a 41- 
hour linkup of the spaceships 
and an exchange of crews. 


If it is successful it could be 


the forerunner of a Joint U.S.- 
Soviet expedition to the planet 
Mars by the end of the century, 
Vladimir Shatalov, commander 
of two Soviet manned flights 
said. 


Shatalov, 45, disclosed in a 


report released Sunday by 
Tass, the Soviet news agency, 
that plans for the first Joint 
manned space effort call for an 
American Apollo spacecraft 
with three astronauts and a 
Russian Soyin capsule with two 
crew members to be linked as 
a "single spacecraft" for two 
days white the spacemen par- 
form 
Joint 
scientific 
ex- 


periments. 


Shatalov did not give the 


launch date. But his informa- 
tion was the moat complete 
made public to date here on the 
planned space spectacular and 
indicated a definite flight plan 
and schedule had been worked 
out. 


Although points of common 


design on the two spaceships 
had been resolved, it was still 


"to. study, 


said. 


Space officials and technical 


experts from both countries 
have been meeting for nearly 
two years to map out the his- 
toric adventure. 


Members of the National 


Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration, NASA, and the Soviet 
Academy of Sciences were be- 
lieved to have given the green 
light on the joint flight earlier 
this year. Shatalov'a dis- 
closures apparently maant both 
teams ware wen advanced on 
the subsequent planning stage. 


"A Soyus spaceship manned 


by two cosmonauts will first be 
launched," he said. "In seven 
and a half hours, an Apollo 
spacecraft, manned by three 
astronauts, will be launched 
from Cape Kennedy. 


"Twenty-four hours later, the 


Apollo will approach the Soyw 
ship and a linkup will be per- 
formed. The system formed by 
the linkup will then be operated 
as a single spacecraft. 


"For two days, spacemen will 


transfer from one ship to the 
other," Shatalov continued. 
"Scientific and technical ex-

"At the end of the third day, 


the spaceships will be undocked 
and will proceed to land on 
their respective territories." 


The two spaceships will be 


fitted with compatible lighting 
and communications systems 
for the randjgjvous and docking.

It stands* reason-that if the water level 
depends on the amount of water going into the ground 
and the amount being taken out and we are using more 
and more water, another source is needed to raise our 
water level. The solution may be to space our wells 
farther apart, to use less water, or to use reservoirs for 
surface water. The last suggestion seems feasible since 
there are three such possible sources nearby.'

Dear Dr. Lamb—I wonder 


if you can help me. I have 
had cirrhosis of the liver for 
six years now, I am able to 
be up and do my work but 
no heavy work. My doctor 
says all that can be done is 
to rest. So I wonder if there 
is anything else. 


Dear Reader—There are 
several different causes of 
cirrhosis of the liver. Cir- 
rhosis really refers to scar- 
ring of the liver that follows 
in the wake of inflammation 
of the liver. This can be the 
result of drinking too much 
alcohol over long periods of 
time, or taking in any toxic 
substance which damages 
the liver. It can follow in- 
flammation of the liver from 
any cause, viral or bacterial, 
and by disease of the bile 
tract, by stones and even 
secondary to heart failure. 


The amount of cirrhosis 
can vary a great deal from 
a mild liver dysfunction to 
a very severe dysfunction 
that can even cause coma 
and death. Clearly no one 
answer is going to satisfy 
all these problems and in 
treatment it's going to make 
a great deal of difference 
what causes cirrhosis to be- 
gin with. 


Anyone who has cirrhosis 


of the liver should not drink 
any alcohol in any form at 
any time. They are wise to 
take vitamin supplements at 
least being certain to take 
an all-purpose vitamin tab- 
let daily for the minimal 
daily requirements. Some 
patients will need supple- 
mental iron and others will 
need to restrict the salt in 
their diet. All patients will 
need a nutritious balanced 
diet, unless they are really 
having liver failure, and 
then special diets and hospi- 
talization are Indicated. In 
acute illnesses of the Uver, 
hormones related to the cor- 
tisone group are sometimes 
used. 


Rest is important in indi- 
viduals who nave Uver dis- 
eases r*ut in individuals who 
do not have Uver disease, 
too much rest can lead to 
fatigue and poor physical 
fitness which isn't good for 
the health either. To eval- 
uate how much activity a 
person should have requires 
first-hand knowledge of the 
degree of Uver damage pres- 
ent. One of the astronauts 
for example, had a mihi 
form of liver dysfunction 
and despite this, is one of 
our space heroes and has 
continued to lead an active 
useful life with no limitations 
imposed by his Uver prob- 
lems. 


Dear Dr. Lawb-I read In 


your column that a woman 
can sometimes get pregnant 
anytime, but is it possible 
to get pregnant on the last 
day of the period or the day 
after the period. Also. If a 
pregnant woman has X rays 
taken of her teeth and she's 
not wearing a lead apron, 
can the A rays hurt the 
fetus? 


Dear Reader—If a woman 
is regular she usually will 
not get pregnant on the last 
day of her period or imme- 
diately after her period. But 
women are not always regu- 
lar, and it is possible to get 
pregnant at the end of your 
period. As far as dental X 
rays taken early in preg- 
nancy, they are not likely 
to cause any difficulty with 
the baby, with or without a 
lead apron.
